GRAVE ACCIDENT 
ON NOTRE DAME 

Wifey, Joy-Riding, Whi^e 
Hubby Works, Seriously 
Hurt. 



A serious accident occurred in the 
early morning about 2 a.m. on Nov. 
19th, when two motor >cars collided 
on Notre Damo Street Kast, near 
First Avenue. Both these cars con- 
tained prominent personages tn Mon- 
treal society. 

Apparently tho fault l^n this acci- 
dent lies with .Mr. George Younger, 
who was driving tho car, proceeding 
cast with a party. ■ This car was ap- 
parently suffering from defective 
steering gear, or else the driver was 
Incapable for Some reason or other. 

In the other car, which belonged lo 
Mrs. Curzon Doboll (nee Miss Calla 
Lecknr), the wealthy young wife of 
.Mr. F. C. Dobell, well-known barris- 
ter of this city, were Mrs. Dobell her- 
self and Mrs. Krsklno Nicholson (nee 
Miss Muriel Hayes), toge£her with 
.Messrs. Nicholson and Coughlln. .Mrs. 
Dobell was driving westward at a 
reasonable rate of speed when the 
accident opcurred. 

Her car, a Hudson (1920 model), 
was very badly damaged, and Mrs. 
Dobell suffered considerabld injury 
from flying glass and bruising. She 
Is now In the hospital under tho care 
of Dr. Henry. • The other occupants 
of the car were able to. proceed to 
their homes, after arranging for the 
care of Mrs. Dobell and the towage of 
the car. Apparently the car of .Mr. 
George Younger suffered no essenUal 
damage, for he and his party drove 
off Immediately they saw the serious- 
ness of the accident. 

It is imderstood that Mrs.. Dobell is 
doing well, although she Is not al- 
lowed to give an interview. Mr. 
Dobell appears very angry at the 
whole affair, and refuses to make 
any statements to the Press. The 
well-known firm of lawyers, Messrs. 
BIggar, Ryan nnd T..ong, who have the 
iTian-a-liin of the affairs of the injured 
party, liavi informed us that a suit i.i 
l)(!in»; entered as^iinsl .Mr. George 
Younger Immedialely for a large sum, I 
including damages^- to tbe car and re- { 
compense for bodily injury. At the) 
time of writing no word has been 
hoard of Mr. Younger since this r»-

Mr. R. V. Clark spoke very Interest- 
ingly on Ornamental Metal Work in 
Arohiteeture. 

In metal work there are several 
distinct methods of working: wrought 
work In Iron, the oast work, repous- 
see work and electro deirastt work. 

In dealing with cast work, and in 
,faet -with all methoda, the design la 
of primary importance. It la alnrays 
advisable for the deelgnor to -work In 
conjunction with the practical ad- 
vice and entbualasm of the i>erBon 
who la to execute tho work as aa aid 
In the general points oit construction. 

Second in importanoe In coat work 
comes the pattern or model which, if 
pattern Is usually mado of wood, 
and If a model, clay or wax, etc. A 
study of model and a close crltlcisni 
is essential from tbe designer, as any 
error In the moiiel is reproduced In 
the final article. 

Next coroos tho plaster oast, which 
Is retouched If there are any errors 
Indicated by the designer In hls^ 'Inal 
critlclam. The plaster oast Is* thon 
trea/ted 'with abeUao to prevent the 
saiia o< the mould trem sticking 
FVom this point tho model Is given 
into the liands of the craftsman. 

In figure, an Intorlor core is made 
to conform in general to the tonn of 
the figure. Thus Is usually on a 
framework of Iron. Around this 
heart core numerous oorea are used 
to complrto the figure and to give on 
the exterior an exact replica of tha 
figure to be cast. Outlets are IntrO' 
duced to allow the air and gases from 
the Interior to escape. 

Here the core is set in th« mould 
Ing box and the sand tamiped tlgbtlv 
around It. The whole ehould he left 
In a drying room tor at least .tbrty- 
etstat.boars to ollonr Hiie dainv mal 
to dry eonifletaiy. HOUen nntal In- 
troduoed loto a damp mould la. fatal 
to the cast.

The president of the Cercle, how- 
ever, engineered the presence of Mr. 
Barbeau, editor of "Le Btetin," and 
until quite reoently a contributor to 
"La PrsMs" under the name of 
"Turque." Mr. Barbeau read a pape.- 
on JourntJlsm, which preaeoted 
rather novel aspects of the game in a 
highly illuminating and bardly frank 
manner. His rsmarki, which wero 
deafenlngljr applauded by the mem- 
bers — very few of whom, by the 
way. know anything about Joifrnal- 
Isra — were as follow?. 

Journalism In Frauco U If any- 
thing more closely related to lltera- 
tnre than It is here In Canada In 
tbo former country, many, If not 
moat, of the men who have to-day 
attained prominence politically or In 
the world uf letters, have indulged to 
a certain extent In the somewhat 
vicarious delight of tho newspapor 
game. It is a singular fact, how- 
ever, that their JoumaWstio efforts 
have not been oa aucceasful as their 
later and possibly more pleasant 
work. Thoy have dabbled only lu 
the profession; have written when 
they had something great to say: 
have not been slaves to the killing 
routine of writing coltunna upon 
utterly lifeless and oolorlets ques- 
tions which uro of Interest to no one, 
and which are used merely as filler 
by tho , publications for w>hlc4i they 
work. 

Newspaper work is splsndid for a 
man of great resistance, because It 
matures and develops those It docs 
not break. But the dull, monotonous 
grind of Journalism, If It once gets 
a man settled at ft, keeps him there 
and makes of ibim a nmdhine, re- 
flcoting.tho opinion of those who em- 
ploy him, writing and thinking as 
an automaton to please hiA retulen, 
thinking colleetiveily rather than In- 
dividually. The strong man, with 
w>lll.power and keen. Intelligence, 
however, Is given clesrnece, flexibil- 
ity, precision through this very 
routine, provided he does not remain 
long at It. ■ 

.Tournalism is to Uterature wihat 
the movies are to the lejgitlmate 
stage. Newspaper articles are oph- 
emeral,— here to-day, when a ques- 
tion Is vital and burning, to-imorrow 
forgotten. Moreover, new«pa()er 
"dope" Is usually written hurriedly, 
In a minute, for a minute. Journal- 
ists build on wee ineidents délicats 
and unonduring etruotures which 
last a bit and fade. 

Tf a man wants freely and without 
1 let to expreaa his own opinion, he 
mast nistle for ."ilmself and build up 
a paper of bis own. Otherwise he la 
throttled and condemned to eolio and 
i reflect ihe oplnlonn and words o' 
others. In the newspaper game, 
small men arc not allowed to have 
big idcae. Many are attracted into 
Journalistic work, thinking it is liter- 
ary work. There can bo no greater 
error. 

Mr. Barbeau's remarks were fol- 
lowed by Tmisleal Kcleetlons by Ad- 
iK-y, FrwMltnan, MaMoy and Coleman, 
who volunteered their services for 
the evening. "Their kindness was 
much appreciated; especially as their 
peiformancs was exquisite.

pensation for disturbances based on 
tho profits." The minutes of evi- 
dence before the British Royal Com- 
miselon on the Income Tax, 1919. are 
replete with grievances of inequit- 
able incidence. Salaried workers 
complain that they suffer by reason 
of evasion of the tax by those who 
are bettor ahlc to escape their right- 
ful contribution. Industrial interests 
protest that the agriculturists are 
not taxed in proportion to their abll 
Ity to pay. There has been wide- 
spread dissatisfaction that large 
numbers of artisans, eaniing good In 
comes, pay no tax. The fact that 
foreljm producers, paying no Income 
tax to the British Government, are 
able under the present flseal polièr 
of the United Kingdom to profit by 
the British) market. In compétition 
with British producers Who are taxed 
upon their entire earnings, has 
caused much Irritation. Direct taxa- 
tion in Greet Britain— and there It 
has found Its highest development- 
is far trma free of anomalies and 
imperfectlonif. After reading tho 
evidence before tho Royal Commis- 
sion one may well question from con- 
siderations alone of the effscleney In 
reyenne collection, appro^dnute 
equity la dIstrlbntiOD of the burden 
of taxation, and the mildness of 
incidence (especially In view of the 
fact thot In many cases Import cus- 
toms duties are absorbed wholly or 
In part. by tho eiportar) whether tho 
customs tariff Is not preferable to 
the Income tax aa à mesas ot coi-

Statistics have shown that diseases 
of this kind are very prevalént In all 
hig cities, and Montreal Is nri" excep- 
tlon to the rule. It was In order to 
lessen tho ravages of dleeaeo that this 
Commission was formed, and it Is a 
subject upon which all doctors and 
embroyo doctors should bo well In- 
formed. 

Tile meeting will he aririresned by 
the Director of the rnmmlsalon, Dr. 
Deslogce, and by Dr. Patch, who has 
charge of the Clinic in' the Montreal 
General HoRpltal,' and tho addresses 
will he illustrated by moving pictures. 

Dean Blrkntl, of the Medical Facul- 
ty, will preside, and all clinical 
teachers and senior students are cor- 
dially InVited to be present.
